Financial Statement—An Analysis of Some 
of the Figures. 








Che annual statement of the International Paper Com- 
pany published last week, in which it was shown that it cost 
the company $750,000 to market its $5,000,000 bond issues, 
has stirred up Dow, Jones & Co., one of the Wall Street 
news bureaus, to look into the financial affairs of the com- 
pany. As a result of its investigation the news bureau on 
Tuesday of this week sent out the following special report 
to its list of subscribers: 


The annual report of the International Paper Company 
is of special interest owing to the fact that some of the 
directors are in favor of again placing the common stock 
on a dividend basis. 

The finances of the company show that the conservative 
element in the board is fully justified in opposing common 
stock dividends, in view of the unsettled condition of the 
paper trade and the fact that the company needs all of its 
present working capital with which to run its business. 

There are other reasons, however, for analyzing the an- 
nual report The increasing competition in the paper 
trade is one of them. If this competition continues it is 
bound to have an unfavorable effect on the company’s 
earnings. 

During the past year competitors have secured the busi 
ness of some of the large dailies which, for years, pur- 
chased their news print from the International. 

The warfare for business has resulted in lower prices 
to the consumer and a narrower margin of profit for all 
the manufacturers. 

The annual report of the company discloses for the first 
time the price at which the $5,000,000 5 per cent. convertible 
bonds were sold last winter. The company wrote off a 
discount of $750,000 out of surplus, equal to 15 per cent. of 
the total $5,000,000, so that the company apparently received 
$4,250,000 from the sale. This is considerably less than 
it was understood to be when the sale was made. The 
impression was then given in official quarters that the 
bonds were sold for about 92. 

These bonds were sold for the purpose of reimbursing 
the treasury with money spent for improvements and ad- 
ditional woodlands during the past few years and thereby 
increase the working capital, which had been materially 
reduced, making it necessary for the company to seek ac- 
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commodations from the banks at certain times through- 
out the year 

In order to see how the working capital has fared as a 
result of the bond sale, a statement of current assets 
and liabilities as of June 30, comparison being made with 
the three preceding years, is given as follows:

That 
the stocks of some of the sub-companies are of a specu 
lative character is a practical certainty. 

The plant and water power account increased $609,779 
so that a total of $2,255,381 may be regarded as having gon 
into assets of a fixed character. 

Inventories and advances increased $1,702,629, and bor 
rowings were reduced $1,013,606. These two items, amount 
ing to $2,716,235, show how practically all of the increas 
in the working capital was employed. 

The company’s bonded debt amounts to $17,866,000 and 
fixed charges are in the neighborhood of $1,000,000 yearly 

The heavy bonded debt and fixed charges are unques 
tionably responsible for the relatively low price at whicl 
the 6 per cent. preferred stock has always sold.

The Holyoke Water Power Company was given a hear 
ing by the selectmen of South Hadley, Mass., last Friday 
evening, on its petition to set poles and string wires in 
that town to the Stony Brook Paper Mills, at South Had- 
ley Centre. A decision was not made at the time of the 
hearing, and it will be some days probably before the per- 
mits are issued. Some opposition appeared on the ground 
that additional poles should not be allowed on the streets, 
but no remonstrance was made to the power being fur- 
nished the company if it could be done without harm to 
the town.

Muncie, Ind., October 30, 1905.—A deal has been closed 
between G. T. Oppenheimer, receiver of the Muncie Pulp 
Company and Great Western Gas Company, whose assets ? 
were made a part of the defunct pulp company, and the 
Muncie Gas, Light and Fuel Company, whereby the supply 
of the bankrupt company’s field will be used by the gas 
company to supply its local patrons. The output of the 
field is stated by Robert H. Adams, vice-president of the 
Gas, Light and Fuel Company, to be about 200,000 cubic 
feet daily. The purchase of the gas follows a similar pur- 
chase of the supply of the American Sheet Steel and Tin- 
plate Company’s field. The terms of the sale turn the 
gas of the field into the pipes of the Gas, Light and Fuel 
Company from the present time until January 1, 1906 

The affairs of the defunct pulp company, it is under- 
stood, have been badly involved, but a settlement is ex 
pected this winter.

the atmosphere, and, by thus forming carbonic acid around 
the roots of plants, it supplies them with increased nour 
ishment. Further, peat charcoal is a most important ad- 
junct in steel manufacture and other metallurgical indus 
tries, and is besides an important vehicle in overcoming 
the difficulties which have presented themselves in “dis 
posing of night soil, and of the malodorous waste of brew- 
eries, distilleries, tan yards, dye and chemical works and 
slaughter houses [paper mills might be added], giving their 
residuals a commercial value, relieving the owners of these 
often poisonous effluents of much anxiety, obviating the 
pollution of rivers and streams [a consideration, this, which 
has a profound and costly significance for paper makers], 
and placing at the disposal of the market gardener and the 
horticulturist a wide range of powerful, cleanly plant food, 
which can be manufactured and placed in the market at a 
low yet remunerative rate.” 

Of so especial an interest are Mr. Kerr’s discursive chap- 
ters dealing with peat and its products from a full point 
of view that one would fain follow him through them if 
space and the especial scope of this article permitted. Simi- 
lar remarks apply to the chapters dealing with “Gas from 
Peat” and “Electricity from Peat,” which contain a digest 
of recent investigation and practice in these promising in- 
dustrial fields, which will be of much value to many 

Coming now to the utilization of peat in the manufac- 
ture of paper, Mr. Kerr takes a strong pro-peat platform, 
and while he tells us little that is new with regard to the 
application of peat in the direction which would most di- 
rectly appeal to paper makers, what he has to say is useful 
as presenting a succinct record of those efforts which have 
been made in this country and abroad to render peat fibre 
amenable to the manufacture of paper. The course of ex 
periments in this direction has also been noted from time 
to time in these columns. Although perhaps the consensus 
of paper trade opinion in this country, and, perhaps, in 
most others, cannot at present be regarded as wholly fa 


vorable toward the utilization of peat as a raw material in 
paper making, largely owing, no doubt, to the failures that 
have resulted from extensive experiments in various quar 
ters, and more particularly in Austria, still it cannot be 
questioned that there are many who have given the sub 
ject special study and who speak confidently of the future 
of peat as a paper making material. 

Mr. Kerr, as has been indicated, 
hopefuls, and instances the failure of Tschormer & Co., of 
Vienna, to utilize peat to paying commercial advantage as 
proving “nothing except that the process was worthless and 
the scheme rotten.”” That people have still faith in the 
possibilites of the utilization of peat for paper making is, 
he considers, supported by the fact that another company 
has been formed in Vienna with a factory at Admont, with 
the object of manufacturing paper from a basis of 90 per 
cent. peat, with 10 per cent. of the cheapest cellulose added, 
and without any chemicals whatever. It is claimed for 
this process that the lowest class of cardboard made by 
its means will rank with the imported straw and wood 
pulp boards now selling in the market at £5 to £7 a ton. 

In this connection Mr. Kerr reminds us that: “In some 
paper mills, and in the manufacture of celluloid, peat fibre 
and bog cotton (Ereophorum Vaginatum), grows 
more or less abundantly in all bogs—in some to the ex- 
tent of 60 to 70 per cent.—and is frequently found im- 
mediately underlying the red peat, are largely used. At no 
distant date wood pulp threatens to become dearer and 
dearer, and the substitution of sphagnum and this bastard 
cotton promises to develop into an important demand. 
Linen rags are dearer also, and it is predicted from present 
statistics that unless something be done toward replant- 
ing, at the present rate of consymption, the forests capable 
of supplying pulp will have been felled within the next 
thirty years. * * * And then, having further sketched 
the dire outlook which the paper maker has before him 
in the matter of raw material, Mr. Kerr insists that: “Of 
all the substitutes peat, for the stronger and coarser papers 
in particular, appears to be the cheapest and readiest to 
hand.”

“For very strong packing paper, such as is 
an expert suggests the addition of 
hop fibre, which is of great strength and easily prepared. 
Brown packing papers made entirely of peat or blended 
with some other fibrous materials, such as old gunny bags, 
submitted to the writer, were very tough, and the boards 
were in every way superior to those tender and easily torn 


German straw boards As peat charcoal is an excellent 
bleach for vegetable dyes, it is quite possible to manufac 
ture a snow white paper from the gray surface peat mixed 
with bog cotton.” This paper is especially adapted for the 
rejuirements of furriers, for not until this kind was made 
were they able to find a paper which would keep moths out 
of their goods. Treated with Veloril, the new substitute 
for india rubber and gutta percha, it can, it is claimed, be 
rendered water and grease proof. It can also be used as a 
roofing material and a lining for walls and packing cases, 
and the pulp can be molded, it seems, into any shape. 
While experimenting a’ few years ago with peat, Mr 
Kerr states that his attention was directed by a well known 
expert in paper manufacture to a novel application of cer- 
tain vegetable substances found in peat adaptable to that 
manufacture and the improvements to be obtained there- 
from. “It is,” says Mr. Kerr, “a binding and stiffening 
substance, the action of which, though identical with that 
of starch, does not contract and cause that brittleness which 
the latter is apt to produce. Numerous kinds of vegetables 
also produce this binding substance, but none, so far, have 
been found capable of yielding it regularly and at all sea- 
sons at such a low cost and in practically inexhaustible 
quantities. Though now decomposed, this deposit origin- 
ates from a very leafy vegetation, and when prepared it 
again becomes soft and This vegetable 
matter chemically combines with the fibrous and mineral 
matters contained in the pulp without in any way injuring 
their properties, grasping and interlocking the irregularities 
of the contracting them in the process of drying 
into a horny condition, and thus glueing them together, 
the result being a strong cohesive paper. Starch being so 
susceptible to mineral substances, and differently affected 
by almost every kind, so that in the ordinary way the min- 
erals considerably interfere with its action, very uncertain 
results are produced. Not so with this substance, which 
so perfectly binds the mineral matters that large propor- 
tions of these may be employed without corresponding de- 
terioration of the paper or interference with the other siz- 
ing agents which it may be necessary to employ. All that 
is required is to add certain proportions of this bind to 
the pulp in the beating engine. The materials at this stage 
being loose and in an extremely fine state of division in 
the water of the pulp, much of which now runs off with 
the water, are by this addition retained, and on this re- 
tention much depends.”

Chinese Methods of Paper Manufacture. 


United States Consul General Lay, of Canton, describ 
the Chinese method of making paper as follows: 

In the manufacture of all the paper in common use in 
South China the Kam Li bamboo is used. This particular 
species of bamboo is grown at the side of a paddy field, 
and planted very closely. The bamboo can only be used 
When ready 
to be harvested, it is gathered into bunches of ten stocks 
The stocks are thrown into a pond, where they re 


main for a year or so or until they putrify, and are then 


when the stock is less than two years old, 
each, 


placed in a large caldron of hot water. Here they are 
boiled until all the oil floats on the surface of the mixture 
When this layer of grease is removed the residue is placed 
on the ground under the sun until perfectly dry. Next the 
material is placed in a machine, where, after being sub 
jected to very heavy pressure, it assumes the qualities and 
rhis mass is then cut into thick and 


thin sheets by means of a very thin knife
